Change  Yourself! 
Only  Forty  Minutes  Daily 


According  to  Jerrie  Evans,  a local 
teacher  of  transcendental  meditation 
with  the  International  Meditation 
Society,  transcendental  meditation  is  a 
simple,  natural,  effortless  technique 
which  allows  the  individual  to  gain 
deep  rest  and,  consequently,  to  release 
deep-rooted  stress. 

Miss  Evans  says  that  the  word 
"meditation”  often  is  thought  to  in- 
volve concentration  or  contemplation, 
or  a way  of  life,  philosophy  or  religion. 
Transcendental  meditation  involves 
none  of  these,  but  is  a completely 
unique  technique. 

“Transcendental  meditation  is  prac- 
ticed twenty  minutes,  morning  and 
evening,”  Miss  Evans  related. 
“'Transcendental  meditation  is  prac- 
ticed as  a preparation  for  activity. 
When  one  practices  transcendental 
meditation  life  becomes  more  enjoy- 
able, thinking  becomes  clearer  and 
more  dynamic  activity  results.” 

“People  find  the  quality  of  life  im- 
proves after  beginning  transcendental 
meditation,”  Miss  Evans  continued. 
Apparently  so;  Harvard  researchers, 
Dr.  Herbert  Benson  and  Dr.  Keith  Wal- 
lace, have  found  that  during  the  twen- 
ty minute  meditation  period  dramatic 
physiological  changes  occur.  The  meta- 
bolic rate  and  oxygen  consumption 
rate  decrease  by  as  much  as  twenty 
percent.  Blood  chemistry  changes 
interpreted  as  decreased  “stress  and 
anxiety  ratio”  occur. 

In  the  field  of  psychology,  resear- 
chers reported  in  the  Journal  of  Coun- 
seling Psychology  that  people  prac- 
ticing transcendental  meditation  ex- 
hibit “greater  creativity,  superior  per- 
ception of  reality,  improved  interper- 
sonal relationahips”,  among  other 
things.  Increased  learning  ability  and 


superior  “perceptual-motor  perform- 
ance” have  been  verified.  Reports  on 
the  effects  of  transcendental  medi- 
tation have  been  published  in  such 
prestigious  magazines  as  Scientific 
American. 

“This  meditation  can  be  easily 
learned  by  anyone;  the  profound  re- 
sults can  be  enjoyed  by  all,”  concluded 
Miss  Evans.  “There  will  be  a free  lec- 
ture given  by  a teacher  of  transcenden- 
tal meditation  in  the  near  future  at 
Avila.  Anyone  interested  in  more  infor- 
mation should  watch  for  announce- 
ments of  the  lecture,  or  call  523-5777.

Friday,  October  13,  the  Sisters  of  St. 
Joseph,  the  sponsoring  body  of  Avila 
College,  hosted  an  evening  for  the 
Administration,  Faculty,  and  Staff  of 
the  College  to  acquaint  them  with  the 
history,  mission,  and  spirit  of  the  Sis- 
ters, as  well  as  their  concept  of  Spon- 
sorship. 

The  mission  and  spirit  of  the  Sisters 
of  St.  Joseph  was  communicated  in  a 
multi-media  prayer  service  using  slides 
of  the  various  areas  where  the  Sisters 
endeavor  to  make  God’s  love  present 
among  men. 

The  program  was  a result  of  recom- 
mendations made  by  a Task  Force  on 
Sponsorship  composed  of  members  r^ 
presenting  the  ten  states  of  St.  Louis 
Province.  Though  the  Sisters  have  con- 
tributed large  sums  of  money  to  the 
College,  the  Task  Force  pointed  out 
that  financial  assistance  alone  does 
not  insure  sponsorship.  To  insure 
sponsorship  the  Institution  must  re- 
flect the  goals  and  values  of  the  Spon- 
soring Corporation.  The  Task  Force 
recommended  that  workshops  be  given 
for  Administration,  Faculty,  and  Staff 
within  a sponsored  institution  so  that 
those  who  work  with  the  Sisters  might 
better  understand  these  values  and  the 
role  of  the  Sister  in  the  Church  today. 

The  Sisters  plan  to  share  with  the 
students  their  philosophy  and  vision 
through  a similar  program.

THE  PLAY  IS  A HARD- 
HITTING EXAMPLE  OF  A 
STRUGGLING  FATHER- 
LESS FAMILY.  The  mother, 

Beatrice  Hunsdorfer  is  caught 
in  a void  of  w anting  the  best  for 
her  children  yet  failing  to  ac- 
cept the  ideas  of  progress  and 
betterment.  Her  two  daugh- 
ters, Ruth  and  Matilda  are  di- 
rect opposites.  Ruth  is  a sassy, 
energetic  girl  that  is  afflicted 
with  epilepsy.  Matilda  is  a 
drab,  ugly  duckling-type  that  is 
scientifically  inclined. 

Matilda’s  experiment  with 
marigolds  that  are  bombarded 
with  gamma  rays  places  her  in 
the  finals  of  the  school’s 
science  contest.  When  she  tells 
her  mother  that  the  parents  are 
to  accomodate  the  finalists  on 
stage,  Beatrice  responds  in  an- 
ger remarking,  “I’ve  got  noth- 
ing to  wear.  Do  you  want  them 
to  laugh  at  me?” 

Beatrice  finally  gives  in.  The 
two  are  ready  to  leave  for  the 
school  when  Ruth,  in  a fit  of 
rage,  tells  her  mother  that  her 
former  classmates  are  uniting 
to  laugh  at  her. 

Angered  by  the  thought  of 
being  laughed  at  similar  to  her 
high  school  days,  Beatrice 
sends  Ruth  with  Matilda.  Stay- 
ing home,  she  drinks  herself  in- 
to a berserk  state  which  finds 
her  tearing  up  the  home  fur- 
nishings and  chloroforming 
the  pet  rabbit. 

Matilda  wins  the  science  con- 
test and  both  girls  rush  home 
with  the  news  only  to  find  the 
house  in  shambles  and  their 
rabbit  dead.  The  shock  of  find- 
ing the  rabbit  dead  sends  Ruth 
into  an  epileptic  seizure.  The 
play  ends  shortly  thereafter  on 
a sad  note  with  little  hope  for 
the  family  in  sight.  _ 

THE  CAST  AS  A WHOLE 
GIVES  A DYNAMIC  AND  AP- 
PEALING PERFORMANCE. 

Loretta  Cackler  as  Beatrice 
gives  a sterling  character- 
ization of  an  all-too-proud 
mother.  Her  forced  laughs, 
however,  tend  to  hinder  her 
role  to  the  point  of  being  arti- 
ficial at  times.  Brenda  L.  Har- 
den as  Matilda  and  Janine 
Furst  as  Ruth  give  superb  por- 
trayals of  sisters.  Lynne 
Beachner,  in  a cameo  role, 
steals  the  show  momentarily 
with  her  rendition  of  Janice 
Vickery,  the  girl  that  tells  how 
she  boiled  a cat  alive  for  her 
science  project. 


Director  Dr.  William  J.  Louis 
deserves  credit  for  setting  the 
tempo.  The  epiletic  scene  is 
totally  realistic  and  the  fast- 
moving  show  is  truly  worth 
seeing.

The  Quick  Brown  Fox 

Jonathan  Livingston,  I Presume  . 


Upon  attempting  to  philosophize  and/or  theorize  within  the 
realm  of  my  existence.  I find  myself  steadily  growing  toward  not 
growing  at  all.  I have  become  stifled  by  my  own  creativity,  which 
results  in  confusion  as  well  as  frustration.  My  thoughts,  at  the 
present,  encompass  a vast  scope  of  questions  which  1 realize  may 
or  may  not  be  answered  during  the  span  of  my  lifetime. 

I am  indeed  not  unique  in  my  questioning,  though  some  would 
believe  it  so,  for  I know  that  with  all  my  eccentricities  I am  quite 
normal,  if  I might  use  that  phrase, 

There  is  a pressure  mounting  steadily  within  our  communi- 
ty, which  is,  to  some  naively  unacknowledged  and  to  others  quite 
deliberately  ignored.  But,  before  jumping  to  conclusions  about 
the  “certain  beginning  of  a revolution  which  has  long  awaited 
explosion**,  go  gently  into  the  eye  of  the  hurricane,  for  within 
there  is  peace.  Must  we  continually  judge  before  we  hear  the 
whole  story?  When  Jonathan  Livingston  flew  into  our  lives  we 
sighed  in  identifying  reflection.  How  well  we  know  the  story! 
How  delighted  we  are  with  the  outcome!  How  inherently  inspira- 
tional those  varied  shots  of  a seagull  are  within  the  individual 
depths  of  our  souls. 

Inherently  Inspirational  indeed,  for  we  continue  to  judge,  we 
continue  to  war,  we  continue  to  run  away  to  hide  our  heads  in  the 
sand.  Jonathan  Livingston  Seagull  has  his  heart-felt  moral,  but 
perhaps  Oliver  Stanley  Ostrich  gives  a more  accurate  account  of 
the  situation. 

Upon  occasion  I have  found  myself  overwhelmed  at  the  pres- 
sure that  one  man  exerts  upon  another.  Periodically  I analyze  the 
situation  and  invariably  find  myself  encompassed  by  more  ques- 
tions and  greater  confusion.  I see  the  statue  of  “The  Thinker’’ 
positioned  directly  across  from  an  IBM  Institute  of  Technology 
and  I feel  ill  at  ease.  One  lone  tree  grows  between  the  neatly  con- 
structed concrete  sidewalks  and  I worry  about  its  roots.  The 
flowers  thrive  where  they  will  on  window  sills  and  on  institu- 
tional desk  tops.  Again,  I wonder.  Perhaps  it  is  only  my  mind 
which  cannot  correlate  the  antithesis.  But,  then,  these  are  only 
thoughts  which  gather  by  the  end  of  the  day.  Thoughts  they  are, 
and  thoughts  they  will  remain. 

Realizing  that  just  such  thoughts  may  easily  result  in  absur- 
dity, (Begging  the  pardon  of  The  Quick  Brown  Fox  Searcher)  I 
have  grown  to  understand  that  thoughts  are  merely  extensions  of 
one’s  being.  It  is  no  longer  a question  of  understanding,  but  ra- 
ther a hope  for  brief  encounters. 

Why  is  it  that  man  craves  progress  yet  instinctly  shies  away 
from  the  unfamiliar?  Why  does  man  scorn  his  fellow  man  who  is 
not  afraid  to  try  something  new?  Why  does  man  avoid  answering 
these  questions? 


There  must  exist,  as  time  and  hard  experience  prove,  some- 
thing more  powerful  than  man  which  strives  to  crush  all  leisure- 
ly wandering  of  one’s  mind. 

A man  professes  proudly  “7  am  free**,  all  the  while  cowtowing 
to  another’s  beliefs.  We  are  so  conscious  of  what  others  think  that 
we  hide  our  heads  ...  in  various  places. 

“7  can  not  say  what  I really  believe  because  so-and-so  might  misin- 
terpret it/’ 

“There  are  just  certain  things  one  can  and  cannot  do.” 

I have  led  you  out  into  a wilderness  of  thought  with  several 
different  possibilities  of  conclusion.  I could  leave  it  hanging, 
moral  tag-it,  or  pose  a temporary  suggestion  of  acceptance.  I 
might  do  any  of  these,  but  I will  do  none  for  I have  stated  that 
thoughts  are  free  to  wander. 

We  are  all  victims  to  the  mid-term  blahs  in  some  way  or 
another.  Our  thoughts  seem  stifled  and  bogged  down.  But,  no 
matter,  we  continue  to  think  and  thrive  in  our  private  make- 
believe  worlds. 


In  reflection,  perhaps  ‘He  is  thinking  of  something  far  great- 
er  and  much  more  advanced  than  IBM.  Maybe  the  roots  are  care- 
fully building  enough  strength  to  split  the  foundation.  The  flow- 
ers, weL,  the  flowers  will  grow  — and  spread  their  seeds  and  con- 
tinue to  grow  - and  so  will  we.  After  all,  Oliver  may  learn  some- 
thii^  from  Jonathan.  Soon  he  will  grow  tired  ofburying  his  head 
in  the  sand.  Then,  maybe,  just  maybe  . . . he’ll  understand. 

Understand  what?  The  message  of: 

“Jonathan  Livingston,  I presume”
